Since the year of the Spanish american War, the Medical Librarians have been 
meeting as a body every year. From a small beginning the Association has grown to 
a membership of over 250 medical librarians and a total membership of nearly 600, 
The members are all persons of erudition and scholastic attainments in their chosen 
field. The Association has been distinguished by the high character of its offi- 
cers. among the presidents have been Osler, Gould, Jacobi, Dock, Musser, Garrison, 
Barker, Ruhrdh and Malloch. 

The meeting just concluded at ann Arbor, Michigan, was a notable one. The per- 
sons participating contributed a splendid program and the discussions were of great 
value. Microfilming for scientific and research purposes came in for its share of 
attention and it seems likely that the discussion of this subject has only just be- 
gun. The Association is beginning to notice a growing infant, the Current List, 
and the Executive Committee is gratified that it can serve this Association which 
is such an important factor in the library world. 

At the meeting, it was suggested that from time to time the Current List 
should publish notices of important current publications upon the different aspects 
of War medicine as they are released by the War Department.
